bail. Following a writ filed by

of tlhe Superior Court was forced 
to reduce bail to $500 cash or 
$1,000 property. But when a wor- 
ker produced $500 cash, the same 
judge refused to accept it, saying 
that the bail must be put up in 
the name of the defendant. This 
trick would have enabled them to 
confiscate the bail as a fine, Leo 
Gallagher warned against this con- 
dition. 

When Powell was convicted, 
Judge Breitenbacher sentenced him 
to 180 days and a fine of $360, 
which, if not paid, is to be served 
at a rate of $2 per day. The con- 
viction has been appealed, al- 
though Powelll has already served 
the 180 days. If the bail had been 
put up in his name, the Judge 
could seize it for the fine. 


Knowing that the frame up 
against Powell will never hold 
water when appealed to a higher 
court, City attorney Grant and

BERKELEY, Calif., Nov. 6.— 
One hundred members of the fac- 
ulty of the University of Califor- 
nia at Los Angeles are reported 
to have signed a petition demand- 
ing the removal of Provost Ernest 
Carroll Moore for the dismissal of 
five student leaders who sought 
to organize an open forum on the 
campus. 


More than 3,500 students 
thronged at Sather Gate, entrance 


to the campus of the University 
of California at Berkeley yester- 
day in a mass protest meeting 


during the one-hour strike against 
university fascism and the dis- 
missals at both Los Angeles and 
Santa Clara. A small group of 
student hoodlums incited by Dr. 
Robert G. Sproul, university pres- 
ident, attacked speakers and 
strikers, seeking to block the pow- 
erful protest movement by intim- 
idating the mass of students. 
These student fascists consist 
largely of football players and 
athletes who scabbed on the wat- 
erfront during the longshoremen’s 
strike. William Boone, football 
player and leader of the student 
vigilantes, is reported to have 
been one of the waterfront scabs.

Will Exceed 2,500 In Controller Race

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The 
biggest Communist vote in Ameri- 


can history is expected to be 
recorded today with a full slate 
of Communist candidates appear- 
ing in 43 states of the union, 


In several of the other states 
where through trickery, technical- 
ities or terrorism, the Communist 
Party was kept off the ballot, 
slates of workers’ candidates were 
put up running on a Communist- 
endorsed platform. 


The election is conceded to be 
one of the greatest importance 
and a record vote is expected. 
Democratic party heads are open- 
ly claiming the election to be 
actually a vote of confidence in 


Roosevelt's NRA and wage-cutting 
program, secure in the fact that 
in almost all places the stench of 
the last Republican administration 
is still so great that its candtf- 
dates have no chance in most of 
the 47 states. The only opposr 
tion offered to these capitalist 
parties (which include the Social- 


ist), is that of the Communist 
Party whose program in_ every 
state offers the only solution for 


the working classes in the present 
crisis and an improvement of their 
conditions. 


The degeneration and open ter- 
rorist methods used by capitalist 
parties were sharply brought out 
in the coal mining town of Hazel- 
ton, Pa., where armed thugs at- 
tacked a rival political parade and 
killed three and wounded at least 
twenty-five more. In Steele, Mo., 
another was killed and others 
wounded in a fight where Negroes 
were denied the right to vote on 
the pretext that they had _ been 
brought in from another state. In 
Atlantic City, N. J., 1,000 warrants 
were sworn out for more than 
1,000 voters on the notorious “‘il- 
legal registration” trick. 


Extra mobilizations of police 
and various means of intimidation 
were used to try to keep down 
the protest vote against _ the 
Roosevelt hunger program. Real- 
izing the strength of the “radical” 
vote, in many parts fake liberals 
have been put up to try to divert 
a part of that protest vote into 
safe channels. Sinclair in Cali- 
fornia is but one of many, though 
outstanding because the most ob 
vious fake.

The case goes back to March 
25, 1931. Then, as now, the freight 
trains were crowded with destr 
tute workers, white and_ black, 
traveling from town to town in 
Nine Negro boys 
boarded a train going through 
Jackson county, Alabama. Seven 
white men who were riding the 
train got into a fight with some 
Negroes. Influenced by Southern 
Jim-Crowism, they tried to put 
the Negroes off. They lost the 
fight and had to jump off them- 
selves. 

In the South it is considered 
a crime for a Negro to defend 
himself when attacked by a white 
man. The whites reported the 
incident at the nearest station. It 
was phoned ahead and the train

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 6.— 
As we go to press, the early re- 
turns from this city and Los An- 
geles indicate that Meriam has 
been re-elected governor; out of a 
total of 3,436 precincts for the 
two cities, Merriam polled 401,659, 
Sinclair 343,889. 

Out of a total of 1,054 local 
precincts the returns for 900 pre- 
cincts gave Merriam 94,995, Sin- 
clair 72,686, and Haight 17,162. 

From Los Angeles, conceded to 
be the stronghold of Sinclair, the 
returns from 3,187 precincts out 
of 3,547 show Merriam leading 
by a count of 37°,302 to Sinclair’s 
328,293. 

The tale of this election, with 
a record-breaking vote cast 
throughout the state, is not to be 
seen, however, in the light of a 
contest between two capitalist 
candidates. 

The early returns from all sec 
tions of San Francisco, '.na other 
parts of the state, show that the 


frantic efforts of Sinclair to get. 
himself into office, as well as 
Merriam’s now-notorious attack 


on him as being a “sort of Cote 
munist,” resulted in great con 
fusion on the part of the workers. 
Tabulation sheets showed that 
workers, fooled by this lying 
campaign, voted heavily for Sin- 
clair and then voted the rest otf 
the Communist ticket straight. 
Despite this fact, however, the 
Darcey vote will run higher than 
previously. 

The other candidates on the 
Communist platform are led by 
Anita Whitney, running for Con- 
troller against Ray Riley, author 
of the infamous sales tax, and her 
total, from early indications, will 
be sufficient to retain the position 
of the Communist Party on the 
ballot.

Kentucky Negroes, Whites Demonstrate 


COVINGTON, Ky., Nov. 1.—For the first time in the history 
of this city, Negroes and whites demonstrated side by side last week 
demanding adequate relief, payment of rent and issuance of winter 
clothing. The demonstration of 650 workers was led by the Un- 
employment Councils.

Stranglehold 
By PAUL ORR 


California Organizer, United 
Farmers’ League 


Some fifteen years ago when 
the price of cotton was high a 
few farmers of the San Joaquin 


Valley decided to try their luck 
with cotton, planting several hun- 


dred acres of Pima variety. They 
established a cotton producers’ 
co-op and set up a gin. Jfrom 
this small acreage of a decade 


and a half ago California farmers 
now produce around 200,000 bales 


on as many acres of fertile San 
Joaquin Valley land. Now 3,000 
farmers are following the exam- 


ple of those eight farmers in the 
production of this basic necessity 
in our life today. 

This development has made cot- 
ton a leading crop in five large 
counties of the principal agricul- 
tural area of California. Reasons 
for this are not difficult to find. 
A hot dry climate, new and _ fer- 
tile soil plus irrigation and minus 
the ravages of the boll weevil 
gave advantages to the California 
cotton grower. In addition cot- 
ton pricgs’ encouraged expansion. 


* Migratory Workers 


The labor problem, at first 
acute, was solved by the miugra- 
tory workers engaged in following 
the various fruit crops. With the 
expansion of cotton growing more 
and more Mexican workers were 
brought in to tend and pick the 
cotton.

Cotton, as cotmpared with cer- 
tain crops like wheat and other 
grains, requires a great deal of 
laborious care in bringing it to 
the harvest. The harvesting is 
very tedious and as the vast bulk 


is still picked by hand adds great- 
Ivy to the cost of production. Thus 
gangs of workers are required at 
chopping and picking seasons and 
then a great deal of help is need- 
ed’ in’ ‘cultivating and’ tmrigating 
the growing cotton. The = aver- 
ave sinall grower does not have 
sufficient capital to pay all his 
help without going to the bank 
or finance company. This is where 
the stranglehold begins. At the 
beginning of the season the small 
grower is forced to seek aid from 
the finance company, which is us- 
ually a ginning company. A con 
tract is drawn up which forces 
the small grower to give a crop 


mortgage and rigidly budget his 
spending for the ensuing season.

How Cotton Farmers Were 


Leading Huge Harlem Demonstration 


One of the many demonstrations held in New York for the 
freedom of the Scottsboro boys, a scene repeated in many other 
cities as the nationwide campaign grows. 
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only to this ginning company in- 
cluding his cotton seed as well. 
The farmer can then get advances 
as he needs them for preparing 
his ground, planting, chopping, 
cultivating, irrigating, picking and 
his own living expenses. 

To get these advances the farnr 


er has to hedge his cotton; which 
means he has to sell a few bales 


of futures before he can get 
inmoney advanced for any of the 
above needs. Thus most of hits 


crop is already sold to this fin- 
ance company before a bale 1s 
actually picked. The bank takes 
advantage of him as he is forced 
to sell his cotton no matter what 
the price may be. Usually it 
rises considerably as the financial 
group gets control of most of it. 
As with nrost of our produce the 
price seldom yoes up while in 
our hands. 

He is charged an_ exorbitant 
price for the ginning; he is 
docked usually 4% for dirt and 
parts of the bolls left in the cot- 
ton; he is forced to sell them his 
cotton seed at their prices and 
they in turn get the lint from off 
the seeds. The farmer is even 
forced to buy his seed for plant- 


ing from them at their fancy 
prices. If the small grower is 
not able to pay off his debts to 


the company after selling his cot- 
ton to them, he is forced to again 
finance through them the follow- 
ing year. 


These finance companies even 
dictate the price the growers must 
pav the workers at picking time. 
They even demand the right to 
themselves pay the clectric power 
bills and labor, if they think the 


farmer will not abide by the dect 


sions of the ginning companies 
and big crowers as to rates of 
pay. This is being done this year 


in order to break the influence of 


the Cannery and = Agricultural 
Workers’ Industrial Union. The 
small growers agreed to the price 
of $1.00 per 100 pounds set by 
the Union but the big growers 
and gitining companies set the 
price to be paid by the growers 
at 90 cents. The small growers 
have no grievance against the 


workers and are co-operating with

The small growers are rallying 
to the banner of the United Farm- 
ers’ League program of freeing 
the small and middle growers

The Farmers’ Em- 
ergency Relief Bill (HR #9967) 
with its provisions for adequate 


crop production loans without 1in- 
tercst and payable only after cost 
of production and a fair standard 
of living has been secured is be- 
ing well received. Cancellation of 


debts is also becoming popular. 
The U-F.L. calls for a struggle 
against the exorbitant rates and 
“demand” charge of the power 
companies. The small growers 
ere demanding the abolition of 
¢his annual tribute in the form 


of the “demand” charge and a 
50% cut in rates. 

Growers are turning more to 
straight government loans or are 
joining the California Cotton Co- 
op Association to get better terms 
on financing. Neither of these 
free the farmers from the toils of 
finance capital. This co-op, as 
with most produce co-ops in Cal- 
jifornia, has its faults. It is not 
a co-op solely of small and mid- 
dle growers and it is tied to the 
capitalist system of financing. But 
through it the small growers can
